phases has caused our local Govern- 
ment a vast deal of auxicty and diffi- 
culty. It is not’ too much to say, in 
the face of recent experiences, that 
‘immigtation - from. China ‘ through | 
Hongkong to other countries, but 
more especially to San Francisco and 
* the Australian Colonies, has beconie 
one of the burning questions of the, 
hour. Therefore the.latest. publish- 
ed work on the subject, from the pen 
of Mr. George F..Seward, late United 
States Minister to China,-comes to 
hand opportunely. The American: 
- treaty with China, proclaimed on 
July 28th, 1868, says that “The. 
United States of America and the’ 
_.. Emperor of China cordially recognise 
the inherent and inalienable’ right 
of man to, change his home and.al- 
legiance, and’.also <the miutual ad-. 
vantage of the free migration ‘and: 
: emigration of their citizens and sub- 
.... jects respectively, from the one coun-. 
‘try to the other, for the purposes of 
. curiosity, of trade, owas permanent 
residents.” It is perfectly well known 
that one’ of the. fundamental prin- 
ciples followed by the United States
